Bring About Peace 


BOTH SIOES ARE DOING MUCH BLUFFING 


First Session of Conference Began Shortly After Ten and 


Ended Before Noon-Representative of United States 
Turns Rooms Over to the Distinguished Foreigners and 
Mr. Peirce Then Withdrew-Speculation On the Result, 


Hotel Went worth, 
Portsmouth, N. 


H., Aug. 9.—The first meeting of the 
peace envoys 
has come to au end. 


Count Witte and Baron Bosen return- 
ed in an automobile at noon today. The 
Japanese envoys have not yet return- 
ed. 


After the return of the plenipoten- 


tiaries to the hotel from the navy yard 
Mr. -.'Sato, on behalf of the Japanese, 
made: the following statement: "To- 
day's meeting was entirely 
informal 


for the purpose of settling the method 
of procedure. In that meeting it was 
decided that formal meetings will com- 
mence tomorrow at 9:30. 
The meet- 


ings 'will be held twice 
a day, one 


from 9:30 to 12:30 p.m. and the other 
3 p. m. to 5:30 or 6 o'clock, subject 
to such^modification as may be agreed 
upon by the plenipotentiaries. 


NO VISITORS ADMITTED.

BIG BATTLE STARTS 


Both Sides are Bluffing, But the Out- 


look Today for Peace Seems 


Somewhat Brighter. 


Portsmouth, 'Aug. 
9.—Today 
the 


peace envoys of Russia and Japan be- 
gan their great battle of wits. On the 
one hand, the Japanese effort will be 
to reap the benefit of the 
victories 


won on sea and land and to secure 
sufficient guarantees for the 
main- 


tenance of peace in the future. On the 
other hand the Russian endeavor wHl 
be to minimize the Japanese demands 
making as good a bargain as possible 
and save the face of the Czar. With 
these general objects in 
view 
both 


sides are doing much 
bluffing. 
The 


Japanese, it is expected, will at first 
make demands far in excess of what 
thev hope to obtain. 
The 
Russians 


•w>ll be able to claim victory by secur- 
ing concessions 
from 
the 
original 


Japanese conditions. This being the 
situation, the prospects of a long con- 
ference, with an ultimate treaty of 
peace as the outcome, is believed to be 
brighter. The first session 
of 
the 


peace conference began shortly after 
10 o'clock this morning in the general 
stores building at the navy yard. Ar- 
riving in autos, the envoys of Russia 
and Japan were escorted by Secretary 
Peirce to the rooms on the 
second 


floor prepared for them.

Mr. 


Peirce, when all were gathered in the 
big council chamber, announced that 
it was his pleasure 
as the United 


States government representative 
to 


turn over the rooms for the use of the 
representatives of Janan and Russia 
and to assure them of the deep inter- 
est the United States feels in the hap- 
py outcome of their 
labors.

PEAEElNVOYS 


Held Their First Formal Meeting at 


Portsmouth, N. H., Wednesday— 
Their Credentials are Scrutinized. 


Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. <*.—Formal 


was the initial meeting today of the 
peace conference. 
The members of 


the Russian and Japanese missions 
having submitted themselves to intro- 
duction and likewise to all of the cer- 
emonies of welcomejanj:Lj;e.ception on 
the part of the United States govern- 
ment and the state of New Hamp- 
shire, met this afternoon in the naval 
stores building of the 
Portsmouth 


navy yard. 
The Russian plenipoten- 


tiaries at once proceeded to examine 
the credentials and powers which the 
emperor of Japan has delegated to 
Baron Komura and Minister Takahira, 
and in turn the Japanese plenipoten- 
tiaries scrutinized the poweis which 
the Russian emperor conferred upon 
Mr. Witte and Baron Rosen. 


It may be possible at an early date 


to exchange the fundamental basis on 
which the representatives of tho two 
belligerent powers may bo able to 
come to an understanding. It is only 
after an accord on these fundamental 
bases that an armistice will be con- 
sidered advantageous to both parties. 
On one point the Russian delegates' 
are instructed not to yield — that re- 
garding a war indemnity—which, it is 
said, is aguinst the Russian feeling, 
against Russan pride and against the 
whole history of the country. 


Already there is evidence that the 


apparent indifference to the outcome, 
•which has been in evidence the last 
week- by members of both missions, is 
passing away. Although she has pre- 
pared an irreducible; minimum. Japan 
will not present this in such a form. 
There will be demands in the Jap- 
anese program which her plenipoten- 
tiaries are empowered to modify; in 
short. Baron Komura and Mr. Taka- 
hira will present Japan's program in 
as diplomatic a fcrm as possible. 


One of the interesting preliminary 


questions to be settled by the confer- 
ence is tho language in which the 
negotiations shall be conducted. Mr. 
Witte speaks only French and Rus- 
sian, while Baron Rosen' has also a 
command of English. 
Both of the 


Japanese are proficient in the English 
tongue, but Baron Komura speaks 
very little French. 


Tho landing and reception of tho 


envoys was a function replete with 
ceremony. The 
dignity of the na- 


tion's salutes vv?s contrasted with the 
hearty exclamations of good will on 
the part of tho thousands of persons 
who thronged the streets of Ports- 
mouth and MirrounclO'l the oonrtho.isc. 
whore Governor Ms-Lane pronounced 
his cordial words of welcome

President Castro Will Declare Bermu- 


dez Company's Franchise. 


Washington, Aug. 9.—The state de- 


partment received a dispatch from the 
American charge d'affaires at Caracas 
confirming the announcement that the 
Venezuelan court rendered a final de- 
cision in the Hamilton suit, affirming 
in all points the decision of the lower 
court, including costs. The asphalt 
concession was originally granted to 
Hamilton, and was acquired from him 
by the New York and-Bermudez com- 
pany. The whole matter will be in- 
vestigated by S.pecial Commissioner 
Calhoun, who is on his way to Vene- 
zuela. It already has been stated 
that if the court should decide against 
the New York and Bernradez company 
Pesident Castro would at once declare 
the concession forfeited. The proposi- 
tion of this government to arbitrate 
the asphalt question was rejected by 
President Castro, and the matter was 
left open until Mr. Calhoun was ap- 
pointed to investigate the whole sub- 
ject. There is little probability of any 
action being taken by the United 
States government until the report of 
Mr. Calhoun has been considered by 
Secretary Root and the president.

ago in forests of rosewood and mahog- 
any have recently been resurrected or 
located in such numbers by a trio of 
American archaeologists as to 'reveal 
what promises to be an eighth wonder 
of history—the ruins of Tikal. 


Among 
the 
am.azing" discoveries 


made in the last decade by delvers in 
what is known as the Usumatsintla 
valley, on the borders of Guatemala 
and Mexico, and extending into Yuca- 
tan, nothing more astonishing 
has 


come to light than the remains ot" this 
mysterious Mayan metropolis, which 
was a crumbling ruin 
probably 500 


years before Columbus and his Span- 
ish followers set eyes upon America. 


Was it a contemporary of Nineveh 


or Babylon and Troy? What manner 
of people once flourished there? Ex- 
actly when and why was the city 
abandoned? Science can hardly as yet 
reply to these questions. Only enough 
has been discovered to establisn the 
inhabitants as the most progressive 
and highly civilized of prehistoric peo- 
ples in America.

desolate, the forests being so dense as 
to render it difficult to locate the po- 
sition of more than a few buildings, 
besides five great mounds, which rose 
far above the tallest trees. All around 
was a trackless waste of forest, as far 
as the eye could reach. 


Prof. Maudslay found the outer and 


inner doorways of the 
temples 
cov- 


ered with magnificently carvel lintels, 
of Chico sapote wood, a wood which 
has withstood ages of sun and storm. 
Some' of the carvings in this wood re- 
veal a knowledge of drawing and bold- 
ness of conception 
which 
compare 


favorably with the best Egpytian and 
Assyrian work. 


Prof. Maler has 
already made a 


clearing in the forest surrounding the 
five temples, each standing in the cen- 
ter of a small plain at the top of a 
mammoth pyramid 
or 
mound. The 


base of the first 
temple 
discovered 


measures 130 feet across the front, and 
slightly less on the sides, the temple, 
built of beautifully carved stone, be- 
ing reached by a stone stairway 
28 


feet broad and projecting 19 feet from 
the base of the mound. Measurements 
taken at the northwest angle from the 
base of the pyramid to the north- 
west corner gave 104 feet, the temple 
itself measuring 41x26 feet. 
It is 50 


feet high with an 
interior of three 


rooms of different floor altitudes. 


A third temple measures ISxlGS feet 


and is 100 feet high, while a fourth, 
the largest yet discovered, 
measures 


280 feet across the base and 160 feet 
on the slope of the pyramid. The tem- 
ple building on the top of this huge 
pyramid is 42x98 feet, with a doorway 
guarded by sculptured lions, of them- 
selves seven feet high. The walls are 
of extraordinary thickness. 


Judging from the arrangement 
of 


the pyramids and the general plan of 
the city, the three explorers agree that 
no other temples in Central America 
so strongly support the theory that 
the Mayan metropolis was laid out 
along astronomical lines. 
The great 


height of tlic mounds was undoubtedly 
due. 
explained Prov. Saville, to an evi- 


dent desire to secure a length ot" axis, 
and the fact that all the temples face 
the cardinal points further supports 
the theory. One may trace the se- 
quences of the mighty structures by 
their positions, the second, third and 
fifth temples facing the rising sun and 
following one another in order of time, 
the third one having been built when 
the erection of the first had impeded 
the fairway of the second, and so on 
in rotation. 


Near this giant quintet which form 


a plaza, were several crumbling build- 
ings, hardly more than foundations, 
which were probably the palaces of 
the priests. Before each building or 
foundation stands a huge carved altar 
of stone depicting a Mayan chieftain, 
elaborately arrayed in a tunic, supple- 
mented by a gown and a sort of tur- 
ban,-holding in his hand a mace or 
scepter. He is standing in an attitude 
of triumph over a prostrate victim.

the sculpture depicts scenes of vio- 
lence, as though expressions of latent 
cruelty. Splendid temples were every- 
where equipped with altars, evidently 
constructed for the sacrifice of human 
offerings. 
Holidays 
and 
calamities 


were alike marked with human sacri- 
fices, according to the most authentic 
interpretations. 
One altar, 
in

form of a table, contains a sort of 
trough, designed evidently 
to tarry 


away the blood of the victims. 


Prompted by the utter absence of 


springs and water in tho surrounding 
country, investigations have revealed 
immense underground aquedmts ami 
chaltunes or reservoirs in which enor- 
mous quantities of water were once 
stored. 


Continuing his explorations by cut-

It 
is alleged that Gray's automobile col- 
lided with a rural route mail wagon 
near French Lick Springs, Ind., July 
22. Both the auto and mail wagon, it 
is said, were badly used up. The affi- 
davit against Gray was made-out by 
Postoffice Inspector Fletcher, of 
the 


Indianapolis division, and sent here to 
t>e served. 


This is the first case of the kind that 


has ever occurred in,the State of Indi- 
ana, and it is understood it will be 
bitterly tought. Gray is reputed to be 
worth $1,000,000 or more.

board of health, by resolution, called 
on Governor Blanchard for troops to 
protect trains and traffic from some 
of the unreasonable local quarantines 
which have cut transcontinental sys- 
tems in two.

prohibits any town, parish or village 
from refusing admission to a person 
from a noninfected locality holding a 
health certificate not over 24 hours 
old. or to a person from an infected 
locality who has spent six days in a 
detention camp and been discharged 
with a marine hospital certificate. In-

with the steamboats or 


trains is forbidden unless they violate 
legal quarantine regulations No mail, 
freight or exoress matter shall, under 
th<> proclamation, be refused from in- 


tofl localities, provided it is carried 


in cars which have been fumigated by 
the marine hospital service

sons who disregard th^se regulations,

An advance by the Confederates in 


force just at this time prevented any 
further search by the Federals, and for 
six weeks the fate of the hundred men 
was almost forgotten. Then there \\as 
an investigation ordered from Wash- 
ington, and the result was the trial and 
dismissal of Colonel Davis. The Fed- 
erals had been driven out of thrit part 
of Tennessee, and as a matter of fact 
they did not regain the ground again 
until the close of the war.

all prisoners were closely questioned, 
but the war came to an end at last aud 
the mystery had not been solved.

army of rescuers dfsentangled 50 peo- 
ple, a number of them dead, and many 
of the rest badly injured. 
Anything 


ike a complete list of the killed and 
njured will be unobtainable until the 
workers have made their way to the 
very bottom of the mass of wreckage. 
With lew exceptions those caught in 
:he ruin were employes, a large ma- 
jority of them girls. The collapse oc- 
curred when barely a score ot shop- 
pers were in the store. 


Some 100 persons are still unac- 


lounted for, but 50 of these are cash 
boys, of which the firm has no record, 
and the loss of the payroll makes it 
hard to get anything like a complete 
list of many others. In all the com- 
pany has 400 employes, but 
50 of 


these are away on vacations. 
The 


building which collapsed stands in the 
heart of the shopping district. It is 
owned partly by the company and part- 
ly by the estate of the late David Orr. 
The loss to the company is estimated 
r.t between 8200,000 and "$300,000. The 
building was a very old one, cut until 
now considered perfectly sound. Ex- 
tensive repairs were under way when 
the collapse took place. 


The list of injured, as compiled, 


shows that 36 employes of the com- 
pany were injured, three seriously. 
Besides these five shoppers were in- 
jured, and a number of rescuers re- 
ceived slight cuts and bruises. 


The best accounts of the event that 


probably caused the ruin is given by 
the head of the crockery, glass and 
drug department, which occupies the 
basement. 
"The workmen were saw- 


ing at a wooden floor beam," said he, 
"which runs under the northern end 
of the central pillars in the middle of 
the store. Excavation for the cellar 
was going on about the base of this 
pillar, and I believe that the jarring 
of the beam displaced the foundation 
of the pillar. The first thing I knew 
two of the counters near the place 
where the men were working began to 
sag and several pieces of glassware 
slid off onto the floor with a crash. I 
yelled to my clerks to run for the 
front of the store. 
The words were
